In Chauny alone U was learned

convoys were encountered. After 
taking munitions and supplies to 
front points where fighting is go- 
ing on these autos were returning 
with refugees too sick or too ex- 
hausted to proceed afoot. 


These were mostly the aged. 


Many were dying from hardship, 
exposure aud starvation—but as 
they declared, dying happily, 
knowing their villages were re- 
deemed and surviving loved ones 
freed from German domination.

MORE FRIENDS THAN ENEMIES 


Strange isn't it what direction bn<fs thoughts and interest will 


take! Of late we have been devouring everything we could get 
hold of on the topic of birds of prey, that is those of smaller achieve- 
ments in harm doing, hawks and owls. Perhaps, just at this partic- 
ular period when they are about to make their advent, .we begin to 
realize the extensive lessening of the number of song birds. What 
vo have been reading isn't from scientists and professional ornithol- 
igists 'but from those who live close to the birds and 
watching 


through years their habits, know much of it. Their experience dia- 
iroves'a theory that we have long cherished in common with oth- 
ers, that hawks and owls are chiefly responsible for the .disappear- 
ance of song birds. It shows, in fact, that, the ravages of hawks 
imong the feathered tribe is inconsequential, and 
of a do/eu or 


so species not more than two are actually destructive in this direc- 
tion, and it would be a gain in the total for farmers not to.kill 
iinwks at all, for in preying upon mice and insects that ravage crops 
they far more than compensate for damage tbej- may work other- 
wise. In so far as owls are concerned there is only one that is es- 
pecially predatory among other .wing creatures and he is the great, 
iiorned owl. 


Why then arc song birds ever becoming scarcer. There are 


two chief reasons. In the first place the wanton slaying of them, 
made possible by the advent of the shotgun and impelled by the 
lack of any other live object to shoot at; in the second, the clearing 
ip of the country and the consequent nesting and sheltering places. 
There are farmers who leave trees and tangled places over their 
lands for no other reason than to furnish propogating and abiding 
quarters for the wild. It may 'be noted that the birds never fail to 
find and inhabit these hospitable shelters. Were there more of 
these places it would follow there would be more birds.

MORE FRIENDS THAN ENEMIES 


Strange isn't it, what direction one's thoughts and interest will 


ake? Of late we have been devouring every thing we could" get 
hold of on the topic of 'birds of prey, that is those of smaller achieve-" 
merits in'harm d6ingj'haivks and owls. Perhaps, just at this, partie-, 
ular period when they are ahotit to make their advent, we begin to 
realize the extensive lessening of the number of song birds. What 
we have been reading isn't £rom scientists and professional ornithol- 
ogists -but from those who live close to the birds and watching 
through years their habits, know much of it. Their experience dis- 
proves a theory that we have long cherished in common with oth-. 
era, that hawks and owls arc chiefly responsible for the disappear- 
ance of song birds. It shows, in fact, that the ravages of hawks 
among the feathered tribe is inconsequential, and 
of a dozen or 


so specie's not more than two are actually destructive in this direc- 
tion, and it would be a gain in tho total for farmers not to kill 
hawks.at all; for in preying upon mice and insects that ravage crops 
they far'more than compensate for damage they may work other- 
wise. In so far as owls arc concerned there is only one that is es- 
pecially predatory among other wing creatures and he is tiie great 
horned owl. 


Why then are song birds ever becoming scarcer. There are 


two chief reasons. Jn the first place the wanton slaying of them. 
made possible by the advent of the shotgun and impelled :by the 
lack of any other live object to shoot at; in the second, the clearing 
up of the country and the consequent nesting and sheltering places. 
There are farmers,who leave trees and tangled places over their 
lands for no other reason than to furnish propogating and abiding 
quarters for the wild. It may 'be noted that the birds never fail to 
lind and inhabit these hospitable shelters. Were there more of 
these places it would follow there would be more birds..
